Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative, attorney Randall, indicated that applicant 
would consider amending claims 1 and 20 to add limitations that would further and more clearly define applicant's 
invention in an effort to overcome the cited prior art. The propsed additions would be directed towards defining that the 
outlet aperture of chamber would be continuously occupied by material throughout each step of the method. The 
examiners indicated to attorney Randall that claims 24-32 are directed towards a different invention that is independent 
from claims 1-23 and would be subject to a restriction requirement. Attorney Randall indicated that claims 33-36 would 
be cancelled. Attorney Randall also indicated that an amendment and response would be filed. 
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
